A.D.  By  then,  of  course.  Canada  will  have 
lost  thousands  of  millions  of  dollars  in  ex- 
cise and  customs  revenues,  and  in  vacated 
opportunities  on  the  ihorcs  of  the  Pacific 
which  some  other  nation  will  retrieve  and 
use.  About  the  rime  that  Victoria  celebrates 
her  bicentenary,  our  great  grandchildren  will 
hear-  with  outworn  patience- -that  the  Do- 
mimon  has  decided  upon  a survey  of  Victoria 
harbor  with  a view  to  seeing  whether  or  not 
something  should  be  done.  That  w*i|l  be 
t<x>  late.  By  that  time,  the  world  and  its 
trade  will  have  moved  on — elsewhere. 

.Meanwhile.  Victoria's  case  for  harbor  im- 
provement— which  is  Canada's  case  for  an 
ir.relligenc  use  of  the  Pacific — appears  to  be 
getting  nowhere  A deputy  minister  of 
Public  Works  instructs  a departmental  engi- 
neer to  see  if  the  inner  harbor  needs  dredging. 
Of’ course  it  does  It  has  needed  dredging 
every  year  for  the  last  decade.  After  this 
"survey. ■’  however,  we  shall  be  told  no  doubt 
that  some  dredging  will  be  done.  A federal 
dredge  will  move  into  the  inner  basin,  lift  a 
few  scoopfuls  of  lilt  from  the  harbor  floor, 
and  presently  call  it  a day.

A fishing 
trawler  is  wrecked  oM  the  harbor  mouth,  in 
that  very  position  where  ocean  vessels  should 
be  heading  up  fur  a fair  entrance  to  a safe 
roadstead.  Southeast  gales  are  lifting  the 
rubble  out  from  between  stone  piers  thar  are 
too  low -to  handle  ocean  shipping  An  east 
breakwater  ' by  courtesy — sits  like  a pimple 
on  the  face  ul  the  harbor,  protecting  nothing.

Te‘UN^n^  ihr  Taxpayers 

The  Dominion  income  tax  branch,  whose 
ofliculs  can  out-think  by  a wide  margin  any 
of  their  colleagues  when  it  comes  to  bureauc- 
racy. seems  to  take  a delight  in  imposing  ad- 
ditional duties  on  a long-suffering  public. 
Despite  the  numerous  forms  and  declarations 
already  completed  in  order  that  the  taxpayer 
may  be  mulcted  to  the  last  possible  dollar, 
still  another  form  has  now  to  be  filled  in. 
There  is.  as  usual,  a penalty  for  failure  to 
comply,  in  this  case  a forced  change  of  marital 
status. 

During  (he  last  six  years  the  citizens  of 
this  country  have  been  registered  and  re- 
registered. Every  detail  of  their  lives  has 
been  put  on  record  time  after  rime,  apparently 
merely  to  occupy  pigeon-holes  that  over- 
zealous  fact  finding  officials  cannot  bear  to 
see  empty.  Now  unless  a person  files  a new 
statement  swraeing  to  his  dependents,  he  will 
be  regarded  for  taxation  purposes  as  single 

He  may  have  been  married  for  25  years 
and  have  so  declared  himself  on  a dozen  oc- 
casions. He  may  have  paid  taxes  on  Ihu 
basis  for  the  same  length  of  time.  He  may 
have  raised  a family  and  given  sons  to  Canada 
for  fcrvite  during  the  war.  But  unleu  he 
fills  out  another  form  and  swears  to  ail  this 
again,  (he  slate  will  ' unmarry''  him  and  (ax 
him  as  a benedict. 

Some  day.  perhaps,  all  this  misapplied  in- 
genuity will  be  directed  into  sensible  channels. 
Some  day.  perhaps,  an  income  tax  official 
w«ill  devise  a taxation  method  that  does  not 
involve  mathematical  nightmares  for  or- 
dinary folks  A permanent  declaration  form 
and  a simplified  tax  return  that  will  obviate 
the  necessity  for  continual  badgering  of  a 
patient  people.  If  that  ever  happens  no  one 
will  begrudge  the  aforesaid  official  a decora- 
tion— the  "Canada  Medal."  perhaps  which 
has  been  created  but  never  awarded.

Thit  policy  contribuTed  greatly  to  the  war 
effort  but  naturally  resulted  in  thousands 
of  people  being  unable  to  get  telephone 
service.  At  the  time  of  writing,  there  are 
over  two  million  names  on  the  waiting 
lisH  for  telephone  service  in  North 
America. 

Now  the  factories  are  changing  back  to 
peacetime  production,  and  the  huge  job 
q7  catching  up  with  telephone  demands 
hat  begun.  The  products  of  the  factories 
are  being  apportioned  among  the  tele- 
phone systems  of  the  continent.  We  are 
getting  our  share  of  telephones,  wire, 
cablet,  switchboards,  automatic  equip- 
ment, and  so  forth,  but  it  will  be  many 
months  before  factory  deliveries  enable 
us  to  make  telephone  installations  on  a 
normak  basis.
